AN ACT to create 16.839 of the statutes; relating to: naming a state office

building.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

This bill names the state office building located at 101 East Wilson Street in the
city of Madison “The Ronald Reagan Building”. Currently, there is no statutory name
for this building. The department of administration, which manages state office
buildings, has named the building “The Administration Building”.

For further information see the state fiscal estimate, which will be printed as
an appendix to this bill.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly, do
enact as follows:

SECTION 1. 16.839 of the statutes is created to read:
16.839 State office building named. The state office building located at 101
East Wilson Street in the city of Madison is named “The Ronald Reagan Building”.
